Air  Force  Secretary  Comments 
On  F-llf  Testing  Progress 

Secretary  of  the  Air  Force  Harold  Brown,  citing  prog- 
ress of  the  F-lll  tactical  multipurpose  fighter,  said  the 
aircraft  is  fulfilling  the  high  expectations  of  its  test  and 
pilot  training  programs. 

He  also  noted  that  development  progress  of  the  bomber 
version,  FB-111,  is  “very  satisfactory.” 

The  secretary  explained  that  all  reports  he  has  received 
from  pilots  flying  the  F-111A  at  Nellis  AFB,  Nev.,  have 
been  very  favorable.  The  aircraft  is  now  being  assigned 
to  Nellis  AFB  for  training  purposes. 

Secretary  Brown  said  there  is  every  indication  that  the 
FB-111  will  fully  meet  its  required  performance,  based 
on  progress  of  the  development  program  and  on  the  flying 
results  obtained  from  the  F-111A  version. 

“A  prototype  of  the  FB-111  recently  achieved  a speed 
twice  that  of  sound  (Mach  2)  on  its  very  first  flight,”  he 
said. 

Secretary  Brown  pointed  out  that  the  FB-111  has 
certain  specific  advantages  over  the  C thru  F model  B-52s 
which  it  is  slated  to  replace.  “It  was  on  this  basis,”  the 
secretary  explained,  “that  the  Air  Force  proposed  such 
replacement  to  the  Secretary  of  Defense  in  1965.” 


DOD  Directive  Spells  Out 
Firm  Wiretapping  Policy 

A new  Department  of  Defense  directive  (5200.4)  estab- 
lishes firm  policies  and  stringent  restrictions  governing 
telephone  wiretapping  and  eavesdropping  by  DOD  law 
enforcement  personnel. 

The  directive  implements  policy  guidance  from  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  United  States. 

Wiretapping  is  defined  as  listening  to  or  recording  any 
telephone  conversation  without  advance  consent  of  all 
parties.  Eavesdropping  is  listening  to  or  recording  any 
non-telephone  conversation  by  electronic,  mechanical  or 
other  means  without  advance  consent  of  all  parties. 

Under  the  directive,  wiretapping  is  prohibited  except 
where  one  of  the  parties  has  given  consent  and  there 
are  reasonable  grounds  to  believe: 

• A criminal  offense  concerning  the  national  security 
is  involved. 

• A felony  has  been  or  is  about  to  be  committed. 

• Telephone  calls  involving  obscenity,  harassment,  ex- 
tortion, bribery,  or  threat  of  bodily  harm  have  been  made 
to  a subscriber-user  on  a military  base  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  DOD. 

Eavesdropping  is  forbidden  if  listening  to  or  recording 
a conversation  involves  a violation  of  the  Constitution  or 
a statute,  whether  or  not  it  involves  physical  trespass  or 
entry  to  areas  protected  by  the  rights  of  privacy.  These 
areas  include  a home,  private  office,  hotel  room  or 
automobile. 

Privileged  conversations,  such  as  those  between  doctor 
and  patient  or  lawyer  and  client,  are  not  to  be  the  subject 
of  eavesdropping  under  any  circumstances. 

The  directive  points  out  that  eavesdropping  is  permis- 
sible without  consent  of  all  parties  only  when  there  are 
reasonable  grounds  to  believe  a criminal  offense  concern- 
ing national  security  is  involved  or  a felony  has  been  or 
is  about  to  be  committed.  This  interception  must  have 
advance  written  approval  of  the  Attorney  General  through 
the  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (Administration). 

In  an  emergency,  the  head  of  a DOD  component  may 
authorize  eavesdropping  but  must  provide  a written 
explanation  within  24  hours  to  the  Attorney  General  and 
Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (Administration). 

Neither  wiretapping  nor  eavesdropping  can  be  author- 
ized for  more  than  30  days,  although  in  some  cases  there 
can  be  requests  for  extensions  of  30  days.

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DOD  Directive  Change  Gives 
More  Details  on  Form  1580 

The  Department  of  Defense  has  published  additional 
details  on  the  issuance  of  DD  Form  1580  for  “Military 
Stand-by  Authorization  for  Commercial  Air  Travel.” 

A change  to  DOD  Instruction  1336.4  notes  that  the 
certifying  officer  of  DD  Form  1580  may  be  a commis- 
sioned officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  warrant  officer  or 
civilian  employee.  This  authority  is  invested  in  individ- 
uals who  may  authorize  official  orders,  passes,  or  liberty; 
or  has  been  delegated  authority  to  screen  orders,  leave, 
pass,  or  discharge  papers  to  determine  a member’s  status. 

DD  Form  1580  may  be  issued  to  members  of  the  Armed 
Forces  upon  request  and  contingent  upon  official  authori- 
zation to  be  absent  from  duty  as  the  result  of  leave,  delay 
enroute,  pass  or  liberty,  and  discharge. 

The  term  “discharge”  as  used  to  obtain  Form  1580  in- 
cludes members  who  have  been  “separated,”  a change 
to  the  instruction  notes. 

By  having  the  form  in  his  possession  a serviceman 
qualifies  for  certain  reduced  fares  and  travel  privileges 
prescribed  in  air  carrier  tariffs. 

Issuance  of  DD  Form  1580  does  not  substitute  for 
official  authorization  for  a member  to  be  absent  from  duty. 
The  instruction  explains  that  air  carriers  have  reserved 
the  right  to  inspect  leave,  pass  or  furlough  papers  and 
identification  of  the  member. 

Before  departing,  the  member  will  receive  five  or  more 
certified  copies  of  DD  Form  1580.  One  copy  is  for  the 
ticket  issuing  agency  and  one  for  each  commercial  flight 
on  which  the  member  intends  to  travel. 

Army  Commands  in  Vietnam  Authorized 
To  Approve  Tour  Extension  Requests 

Department  of  Army  has  authorized  Army  commands 
in  Vietnam  to  approve  requests  for  tour  extensions  in 
monthly  increments  up  to  12  months. 

With  the  authorization,  Army  officials  established  mini- 
mum periods  before  normal  rotation  for  final  action  on 
extensions.  These  are:  colonel,  six  months;  lieutenant 
colonel  through  warrant  officer,  four  months;  E-5  and 
above  (and  lower  pay  grades  in  special  categories  and 
intelligence),  three  months,  and  E-4  and  below,  anytime 
during  the  normal  tour. 

Personnel  completing  a normal  tour  within  six  months 
of  expiration  of  enlistment  may  extend  for  a minimum 
of  one-half  the  period  of  service  remaining,  officials  said. 

They  also  said  Department  of  Army  will  retain  final 
approval  in  cases  where  personnel  E-5  and  above  request- 
ing extensions  have  received  orders,  when  requests  are 
submitted  outside  the  time  limits  and  when  the  extension 
would  exceed  total  in-country  time  limits  of  24  months 
for  officers  and  warrant  officers  and  48  months  for  enlisted 
men.

Defense  Seeks  Streamlining 
Of  Military  Personnel  Laws 

Department  of  Defense  is  asking  Congress  to  amend 
and  simplify  existing  military  personnel  laws  (Title  10 
U.S.  Code)  for  better  personnel  administration. 

A DOD  witness  testifying  Aug.  23  before  a House 
Armed  Services  Subcommittee,  said  the  intent  of  the  legis- 
lation (H.R.  8547)  is  to  consolidate  identical  statutes, 
strike  out  archaic  provisions  and  eliminate  unjustified 
variations. 

Most  of  the  changes,  the  witness  pointed  out,  involve 
statutes  which  have  been  in  the  books  long  before  DOD’s 
1947  establishment. 

Technicalities  aside,  the  relief  bill  is  important,  the 
witness  stressed,  because  its  total  effect  will  make  it  easier 
for  DOD  to  work  with  personnel  rules  and  procedures, 
thereby  benefiting  the  individual  serviceman.

Joint  Surface  Effect  Ship  Program 
Office  (JSESPO)  has  awarded  one 
contract  and  is  negotiating  two  more 
for  design  studies  of  a surface  effect 
ship  capable  of  speeds  in  excess  of  80 
knots. 

JSESPO  was  established  by  Navy 
and  Department  of  Commerce  in  June 
1966  to  determine  the  feasibility  of 
building  and  operating  4,000  to  5,000 
ton  surface  effect  ships  which  use 
pressurized  air  to  support  their 
weight. 

The  contractors  are  to  submit 
their  designs  to  JSESPO  within  five 
months.  JSESPO  officials  say  if  the 
results  are  promising,  a contract  will 
be  awarded  for  construction  of  a 100- 
ton  experimental  craft. 

MAC  Commercial  Contracts 
Total  $684.9  Million 

A record  $684.9  million  was  paid 
23  U.S.  commercial  airlines  during 
Fiscal  Year  1967  to  fly  military  pas- 
sengers and  cargo. 

The  payment  by  Military  Airlift 
Command  represented  a 74  percent  in- 
crease over  the  $394.2  million  paid  for 
commercial  augmentation  in  FY66.

AF  Readies  Largest 
Lens-Testing  Device 

Later  this  summer,  Air  Force  scien- 
tists will  be  able  to  test  all  sizes  of 
precision  photographic  lenses  for  ac- 
curacy and  clarity  by  use  of  the 
world’s  largest  optical  collimator  at 
Wright-Patterson  AFB,  Ohio. 

Housed  in  a new  $5  million  Optics 
Laboratory,  the  collimator  will  be 
suspended  at  the  bottom  of  a 155-foot 
vertical  vacuum  chamber  extending 
70  feet  below  the  ground. 

Lens  of  the  collimator  is  a large 
fused  silica  mirror  100  inches  in  diam- 
eter, 12  inches  thick  and  weighing 
9,000  pounds.

Air  Force  Compiles 
First  Extensive  Chart 
Of  Far  Side  of  Moon 

The  Air  Force  Aeronautical  Chart 
and  Information  Center,  St.  Louis, 
has  compiled  the  first  extensive  chart 
of  the  far  side  of  the  Moon,  using 
photographs  furnished  by  NASA. 

The  chart,  for  use  by  NASA,  con- 
tains approximately  85  percent  of  the 
photographs  provided  by  U.S.  Lunar 
Orbiters  I through  IV,  and  the  re- 
mainder based  on  photographs  from 
Russia’s  Zond  III  spacecraft  in  July 
1965. 

By  assembling  available  data  ac- 
quired by  the  picture-taking  space- 
craft, the  center’s  cartographers  were 
able  to  chart  more  than  75  percent 
of  the  side  of  the  Moon  not  visible 
from  the  Earth. 

The  new  chart  will  see  its  first 
extensive  use  as  a guide  in  assigning 
names  to  the  craters,  maria,  rills  and 
mountain  ranges  on  the  Moon. 


Army  Aviation  School 
Expands  Gunnery  Training 
For  Helicopter  Pilots 

The  Army  Aviation  School  at  Ft. 
Rucker,  Ala.,  has  expanded  it’s  gun- 
nery training  program  for  helicopter 
gun  pilots  in  an  effort  to  provide 
Vietnam  units  with  better  qualified 
personnel. 

Previously,  officers  learning  to  fly 
the  UH-I  “Iroquois”  helicopter  gun 
ship  had  only  three  hours  of  gunnery 
instruction,  leaving  the  bulk  of  train- 
ing to  company  commanders  and  sea- 
soned gun  ship  pilots  in  Vietnam. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  previous  gun- 
nery training  and  the  pressing  duties 
assigned  them  in  Vietnam,  it  often 
took  four  or  five  months  before  new 
personnel  could  be  considered  quali- 
fied gun  pilots. 

Reshuffling  existing  schedules,  the 
Department  of  Tactics’  Aviation 
Armament  Division  has  expanded  the 
gunnery  training  program  from  three 
hours  to  12  days  without  extending 
the  present  32  weeks  of  rotary  wing 
instruction. 

New  Storm  Detection  Radar 
Operational  At  Delaware  AFB 

A new  storm  detection  radar  sys- 
tem that  can  detect  the  presence  of 
almost  any  type  storm  within  a radius 
of  200  miles  is  now  operational  at 
Dover  AFB,  Del. 

It  is  the  first  operational  version 
of  the  system,  officially  designated 
AN/FPS  77  Storm  Detection  Radar, 
and  replaces  a model  that  had  a 50- 
mile  radius. 

A total  of  86  sets  of  the  new  model 
are  scheduled  for  operational  installa- 
tion by  mid-1968 — 71  sets  in  the  U.S. 
and  15  overseas. 

AN/FPS  77  provides  vertical  extent 
and  intensity  of  weather  echoes  so 
that  the  exact  nature  and  potential 
danger  of  a storm  can  be  forecast 
more  accurately. 

In  addition,  it  provides  three-dimen- 
sional interpretation  of  clouds,  a new 
and  vital  aid  to  pilots  and  weather- 
men. 
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
